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SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Danbury: 


It is with no little satisfaction that we close our books 
and submit a report of the schools of Danbury to you. 

We have had good schools in our several divisions, 
having been able to retain nearly all of our teachers 
during the year; only two vacancies occurred in the sec- 
ond term. These vacancies we were able to fill to our 
satisfaction. One was filled by a teacher of many 
years’ standing, and of varied experiences. She has 
endeared herself to both parents and pupils by her firm- 
ness, gentleness and tact in guiding the pupils under 
her care. The other vacancy was filled by a young 
lady of no experience but possessing a natural love for 
children, a bright and active mind; added to this a 
desire to interest and instruct, she made good progress 
in teaching and will develop into a very successful and 
popular teacher if she continues in the work. 

We have tried to keep down the expenses by ordering 
very few book and supplies, as there was a good stock 
on hand. 

To the parent we would say: After we have procured 
the very best teachers in our power to instruct your 
children, will you send your children to school every 
day school is in session? Will you see that they are 
there on time? ‘This is of vital importance to your 
child. ‘This is the time in the life of the child to form 
these habits of promptness and obedience.
